Arkansas, home to supremacist groups, weighs hate crimes law

UTILE ROCK, Aik. (AP) — 

Long before a mass shoot¬ 
ing killed 22 people at a 
WaImart in Texas, the threat 
of white supremacy was 
well known in neighboring 
Arkansas, where extremist 
groups over the decades 
have made their home in 
the mountains and dense 
woodsofthe state's remote 
rural areas. 

In the 1980s, a group 
known as the Covenant, 
the Sword and the Arm of 
the Lord grew to more than 
100 members before fed¬ 
eral authorities raided its 
compound in the Ozarks. 
The Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan and a 'Christian iden¬ 
tity" group that promotes 
racism have made their 
headquarters in the state. 
J ust last February, prosecu¬ 
tors in Little Rock unsealed 
indictments against 54 
membersof the New Aryan 
Empire, a white suprema¬ 
cist group that began as a 
prison gang. 

Nonetheless, Arkansas is 
one of only four states with¬ 
out a specific hate crimes 
law, declining over the 
years to follow the national 
legal trend for combatting 
ethnic violence as it dealt 
with other priorities it con¬ 
sidered more pressing. 

Now that reticence is giv¬ 
ing way, one of the political 
tremors being felt across 
the nation after recent at¬ 
tacks. Republican Gov. Asa 
Hutchinson, who as a fed¬ 
eral prosecutor wore a bul¬ 
letproof vest to negotiate 
the end of the siege with 
the Covenant, the Sword 
and the Arm of the Lord, 
hascalled on lawmakers to 
approve harsher penalties 
forcrimestargeting people 
because of their race, eth¬ 
nic ity orrelig ion. 

"We have seen a resur¬ 
gence of white supremacy 


dialogue, of conversation, 
and I know enough from 
the '80s that when you 
have that conversation 
and increased dialogue 
some people are going to 
take it to the extreme and 
act on it," Hutchinson re¬ 
cently told reporters. 
Pressure for new legislation 
is also mounting in Georgia 
and South Carolina, two 
other states without hate 
crimes laws Wyoming is 
the other holdout, while 
a measure enacted in In¬ 
diana in April falls short of 
the standard recognized 
by the Anti-Defamation 
League. 

The threat posed by hate 
groups, white supremacists 
and militias has been high¬ 
lighted by two recent mass 
shootings labeled as do¬ 
mestic terrorism by federal 
authorities. 

The suspected gunman in 
the El Paso attack, 21-year- 
old Patrick Crusius of Allen, 
Texas, is believed to have 


posted an anti-immigrant 
screed online shortly be¬ 
fore opening fire in the 
Walmart, targeting Hispan¬ 
ic shoppers. Santino Wil¬ 
liam began, the gunman 
who killed three people at 
a food festival in California, 
had compiled a 'target 
list" that included religious 
groups 

Arkansas hasn't experi¬ 
enced any similar mass 
shootings recently, but few 
states are more familiar 
with the threat from white 
supremacy. 

Such groups have long 
flourished in the Ozark 
Mountain region near the 
Missouri border where 
towns are small and scat¬ 
tered far apart and the 
population is overwhelm¬ 
ingly white. 

The largest town, Harrison, 
population 13,000, was 
the site of riots in the early 
1900s that drove out most 
of its black population. 
The Knights of the Ku Klux 


Klan, one of several Klan 
factions, and the white su¬ 
premacist Kingdom Iden¬ 
tity Ministries are based in 
the Harrison area. The Klan 
uses a Harrison post office 
box for its mailing address, 
while its national director 


lives a short drive outside 
town. 

In recent years, billboards 
occasionally have ap¬ 
peared with white suprem¬ 
acist messages such as, 
"Anti-racist is a code word 
for anti-white," or promot¬ 
ing a white pride website. 
"Once they get a toehold 
people follow them in 
there," said Heidi Beirich, 
director of the Intelligence 
Project at the Southern 
Poverty Law Center, refer¬ 
ring to the remote, wooded 
area. The group tracked 14 
hate groups in Arkansas la st 
year. 

Harrison leaders insist the 
city's reputation is being 
unfairly tarnished by a small 
group of people. They've 
posted "Love Your Neigh¬ 
bor" billboards in response 
to the ra c ist sig ns a nd even 
held a mock funeral to 
"bury" racism. 

"Our problem is that our 
town struggles with a wide¬ 
spread and long-lasting 
perception that we are 
dominated by bigotry and 
racism,"said a message on 
the c ity's web site.□

Gasexplosion hits office, shopping complex in Maryland 


By BRIAN WITFE 

A powerful natural gasex¬ 
plosion badly damaged a 
Maryland office complex 
and shopping center Sun¬ 
day morning, ripping away 
part of the facade and ex¬ 
posing twisted metal, au¬ 
thorities said. 

No injuries were reported in 
the thundering blast, which 
occurred at about 8 a.m. It 
came after authorities said 
they had evacuated the 
area around the complex 
because of a suspected 
early morning gas leak 
near the complex in Co¬ 
lumbia, Maryland. 

Fire crews responded 
about an hour before the 
explosion because of a fire 
alarm that was upgraded 
to a report of a gas leak 
in the parking lot, officials 
said. When fire personnel 
arrived, they immediately 
evacuated everyone from 
the surrounding area and 
made sure the building was 
va c a nt. 

The subsequent explosion 
ripped away a significant 
part of the facade, scatter¬ 
ing debris. 

"It was so powerful it could 
be heard in communities 
many miles away," said 


Howard County Executive 
Calvin Ball in a statement. 
No businesses were open, 
said Stephen Hardesty, the 
battalion chief of the How¬ 
ard County Department 
of Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vices. He said the time of 
day played a major role in 
the lack of injuries, and he 
described it as one of the 
worst explosions he's seen. 
'The building is at risk of col¬ 
lapsing, so we're working 
with some building inspec¬ 
tors and the property own¬ 
er to figure out what our 
next steps a re to secure the 
building and help out as 
much as we can with the 
investigation that'sgoing to 
ensue with this," Hardesty 
said. 

Gov. Larry Hogan thanked 
first responders for being 
on the scene within min¬ 
utes. The governor said the 
Maryland Joint Operations 
Center and the State Fire 
Marshal have offered their 
full support and assistance. 
'This massive explosion was 
felt in many of the surround¬ 
ing communities, a shock 
to families a cross the area," 
Hogan said in the tweet. 
'Thankfully, no injuries have 
been reported so far." 
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Ball said the county will be 
helping affected business- 
esand workers. "I have mo¬ 
bilized our team from the 
Howard County Economic 
Development Authority to 
assist those businesses and 
works who may find them¬ 
selves displaced by this 
event,"Ball said. 'We will do 
everything possible to mini¬ 
mize the impact of this ex¬ 
plosion (on) those who are 
affected by it."

(32) southwest of Baltimore, 
Maryland, in a populous 
area between Baltimore 
and the nation'scapitalO

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Authorities: losAngelesdeputy lied aboutsniperassault 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A Los 

Angeles County deputy 
lied when he said he was 
shot in the shoulder while 
standing in a she riff's station 
parking lot last week and 
will face a criminal investi¬ 
gation, authorities said. 

'The reported sniperassault 
was fabricated" by Deputy 
Angel Reinosa, Assistant 
Sheriff Robin Limon said at 
a news conference late 
Saturday. 

Reinosa, 21, made a fran¬ 
tic radio call Wednesday 
claiming he'd been shot by 
someone in a nearby build¬ 
ing as he walked to his car 
outside the Lancaster sta¬ 
tion, prompting a huge po¬ 
lice response. Deputies set 
up a perimeter and SWAT 
officers went door-to-door 
inside a sprawling building 
complex to search for the 
shooter. 

At the time, investigators 
believed Reinosa's bullet¬ 
proof vest saved his life but 
that a bullet grazed him. 
A department statement 
the next day said a single 
round hit the top of Reino¬ 
sa'sshoulder, damaging his 
uniform shirt but failing to 
penetrate his flesh. 

But no bullets were recov-

ered from the scene and 
detectives saw "no visible 
injuries," Capt. Kent We- 
genersaid Saturday night. 
Much of the young dep¬ 
uty's statement "was self- 
serving and didn't make a 
whole lot of sense,"Wegen¬ 
er said. "There were many 
thingsthat didn't add up." 
Reinosa eventually admit¬ 
ted making up the story 
and using a knife to cut 
the two holes in his shirt, 
Wegenersaid. Reinosa has 
been relieved of his duties 


and could face chargesfor 
filing a false report about 
a crime, officials said. He 
didn't explain his motive for 
the fabrication, Wegener 
said. Reinosa had been 
with the LA County Sheriff's 
Department for a yearand 
joined the Lancasterstation 
in May forpatrol training. 
Lancaster Mayor R. Rex 
Parris told the Los Angeles 
Times on Sunday he had 
been informed by sheriff's 
officials that Reinosa had 
been struggling in his first 


year in the field — a pro¬ 
bationary training period 
that all deputies must com¬ 
plete before becoming full- 
fledged deputies Sheriff's 
officials wouldn't immedi¬ 
ately confirm that account. 
"He was not advancing 
through the training pro¬ 
gram at an adequate 
pace," Parris told the news¬ 
paper. 'There had been a 
lot of attention on him." 


Parrisdeclined to elaborate 
further on Reinosa's perfor¬ 
mance but said the deputy 
was scheduled to be trans¬ 
ferred from the Lancaster 
station and speculated 
that he had been unhappy 
about the pending move. 
The mayor visited Reinosa 
in the hospital and then 
gave a press conference 
on the incident Wednes¬ 
day night detailing the on¬ 
going investigation. 

Parris said he was "embar¬ 
rassed "after learning Satur- 
dayevening thatthe whole 
ordeal wasa hoax. 

"At the same time, I'm 
grateful we don't have a 
sniper running around," the 
mayor told the newspa¬ 
per. "And I'm really proud 
of how the Sheriff's Depart¬ 
ment handled it. There was 
no attempt to cover it up."

were killed in a crash with 
a truck minutes after they 
were married. 
Nineteen-year-old Morgan 
and 20-year-old Boudreaux 
were pronounced dead 
Friday at the scene by the 
same justice of the peace 
who had just married them. 
"I'm talking five minutes. 
You may kiss the bride," 
said Orange Police Cpt. 
Keith Longlois. 'The fam¬ 
ily was right behind them. 
They were all going out to 
go to wherever they were 
going to have their recep¬ 
tion," he said. 

Longlois said they were 
"childhood sweethearts" 
who decided to be mar¬ 


ried by a popular Orange 
County Justice of the 
Peace Joy Dubose-Simon- 
ton. He said the groom was 
driving when he tried to exit 
the d rivewa y of the J ustic e 
ofThe Peace building onto 
a five-lane highway. A truck 
pulling a trailer carrying a 
heavy tractor slammed 
into their vehicle. The force 
was so great that witnesses 
said the car flipped mul¬ 
tiple times before coming 
to rest in a ditch. 

The driver of the truck was 
not identified but Longlois 
said he was cooperating 
with the investigation and 
there wasno sign of wrong¬ 
doing. Drug and alcohol 
tests would be conducted, 
he said. 

"I had to sit there and 
watch my two babies die,"

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Attorneys: C haigesexpected in Horida nursing home deaths

FORT LAUDERDALE, Ha. (AP) 

— Defense attorneys said 
Sunday that arrests are ex¬ 
pected shortly in the case 
of a Florida nursing home 
where 12 patients died af¬ 
ter its air conditioning pow- 
erwentoutamid sweltering 
heat following Hurricane 
Inna in 2017. 

Lawrence Hashish told The 
Associated Press his client is 
one of three nurses, in ad¬ 
dition to an administrator, 
expecting to be charged in 
connection with the deaths 
after Hurricane Irma, which 
blew through Florida on 
Sept. 10 of that year. The 
storm knocked out a trans¬ 
former linking the main 
air-conditioning unit to the 
power grid at the Rehabili¬ 
tation Centerat Hollywood 
Hills, sending temperatures 
soaring . 

Hashish said the attorneys 
don't yet know what spe¬ 
cific chargeswould be, but 
he expected those would 
likely entail some form of 
ma nsla ug hte r offe nse. 
Twelve deaths at the cen¬ 
ter had been ruled homi¬ 
cides . Police have been 
investigating the deaths 
for nearly two years but no 
charges have been filed 
thus far. 

A voice messageand email 
leftbythe APforHollywood 
Police were not immedi¬ 
ately returned Sunday. 
Hashish said his client and 
the others are merely 
scapegoats 

"The real crime is that the 
state is looking to blame 
selfless caregivers and the 
evidence will show that no 
crime was committed," he 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view, 

His co-counsel, Ilham Sof- 
fan, told the AP that their 
client was turning herself in 
Monday.lhe attorneys said 
they didn't have anyfurther 
details about expected 


charges and planned to 
negotiate a bond agree¬ 
ment before an expected 
hearing Monday morning. 
Patients began dying at 
the rehabilitation center 
days after the devastat¬ 
ing hurricane struck Florida 
amid widespread power 
outages. 

Investigators said the cen¬ 
ter did not evacuate pa¬ 
tients as temperatures in¬ 
side began rising, even 
though a fully functional 
hospital was across the 
street. 

The home's license was 
suspended days after the 
storm and it was later shut¬ 
tered. 

Paramedic Craig Wohlitka 
and otherparamedicsfrom 
Hollywood Fire-Rescue tes¬ 
tified last year that he was 
haunted by the deaths of 
patients there. Fire Lt. Amy 
Parrinello said one of the 
female patients had a tem¬ 
perature of 107.5 degrees 
(42 Celsius), the highest she 
had everseen in his 12-year 
career. 

Later that morning, she 
said, another patient 
topped that with a temper¬ 
ature so high it couldn't be 
measured. 

Wohlitka further testified 
that the crew decided to 
start checking other pa¬ 
tients who hadn't been re¬ 
ported asill. 

He said they saw a woman 
in a room who appeared 
sick, though a nursing 
home employee said they 
had just checked her and 
she was fine. 

In the aftermath of Irma, 
the deaths made national 
headlines and sparked a 
political backlash. Months 
afterward, lawmakers 
passed a bill requiring 
backup power sources in 
Florida nursing homes and 
assisted living facilities. The 
legislation requires such fa¬ 
cilities to have a generator 
capable of keeping nurs¬ 


ing homes and assisted liv¬ 
ing facilities at 81 degrees 
Fahrenheit (27 degrees 
Celsius) or lower for at least 
fourdays 

Hashish declined to identify 
his client by name, but said 
she was works as a full-time 
nurse at another facility 
and was just picking up a 
shift that day in September 
2017. 

'They called her. They said, 
'can you come and help? 
We're short-handed,' and 
look what she walked into," 
he said.Q

Horida man convicted in parking lotshooting of black man

A white Florida man who 
told detectives he had a 
"pet peeve" about illegal 
parking in handicapped 
spots was convicted late 
Friday of manslaughter for 
the fatal shooting of an un¬ 
armed black man outside 
a convenience store. 

Six jurors deliberated for six 
hours in Clearwater before 
convicting Michael Dnejka 
for the J uly 19, 2018, death 
of Markeis McGlockton. 
Drejka, who could get 30 
years, looked down after 
the verdict was read then 
wiped his brow with a blue 
handkerchief. The 49-year- 
old Drejka was ordered 
held without bond until his 
sentencing in October. Fie 
stared straightahead a she 
was handcuffed and led 
out of the courtroom. 

The verdict came about a 
half-hour after jurors sent 
outa note saying they were 
confused bythe state's self- 
defense law. Circuit Judge 
J oseph Bulone told them all 
he could do is reread it for 
them. 

"Fhe lengthy statute gener¬ 
ally says a shooting is justi¬ 
fied if a reasonable person 
underthose circumstances 
would believe they are in 
danger of death or great 
bodily harm. But it also says 
the shootercould not have 
instigated the altercation. 
Members of McGlockton's 
family wept as the verdict 
wasread and hugged and 
shook hands with the pros¬ 
ecutors after court was ad¬ 
journed. 

'This conviction doesn't 
bring our son back, but it 
does give us some sense 
of justice because far too 
often the criminal justice 


system fails us by allowing 
people who take the lives 
of unarmed Black people 
to walk free as though their 
lives meant nothing," Mc¬ 
Glockton's mother, Monica 
Robinson, said in a state¬ 
ment. "We are hopeful that 
this conviction will be a 
brick in the road to chang¬ 
ing the culture of racism 
here in Florida." 

Theresa Jean-Pierre Coy, 
one of Drejka's attorneys, 
told reporters outside the 
courthouse that she re¬ 
spected the verdict, but 
herteam would likely file an 
appeal. She expressed her 
condolences to the Mc¬ 
Glockton family and said 
that while she was disap¬ 
pointed in the verdict, she 
was "happy they received 
the justice they were seek¬ 


ing." 

Drejka had confronted 
McGlockton's girlfriend, Bri- 
tany Jacobs, for parking 
in a handicapped space 
while McGlockton went in¬ 
side a convenience store 
with his 5-year-old son. Se¬ 
curity video recorded Mc¬ 
Glockton leaving the store 
and shoving Drejka to the 
ground. Secondslater, Dre¬ 
jka pulled out a handgun 
and shot McGlockton, 28, 
as he backed away. Mc¬ 
Glockton ran inside the 
store, where he collapsed 
and died in front of his son. 
The video was played mul¬ 
tiple timesforthe jury of five 
men and a woman. 

Drejka didn't testify on his 
behalf, although jurors 
were played a video of his 
interview with detectives. 


Drejka had a concealed 
weapons permit for 25 
years and told detectives 
he "always"carried hisgun. 
Drejka told the detectives 
he hasa "petpeeve"about 
illegal parking in handi¬ 
capped spots and often 
walks around such cars 
looking for handicapped 
stickers and placards, 
sometimes taking photo¬ 
graphs. Fie said he often 
seespeople illegally parked 
in the handicapped spot 
at that convenience store, 
but the owner doesn't do 
anything about it. 

Drejka said he saw Mc- 
Glockton'scarin the handi¬ 
capped spot in July 2018, 
so he went to its back and 
front, looking for stickers, 
which store security video 
shows Fie said the car's 


windowswere tinted, so he 
didn't know anyone was in¬ 
side. 

Jacobs, who was sitting 
with the couple's two 
younger children, partially 
put down her window and 
asked what he was doing. 
Fie said he told her it was 
"not very polite" to park in 
the spot and "she took that 
as an affront." He said that 
sparked an argument that 
got heated, with Jacobs 
saying "Do I have to get my 
man?" 

J a cobs testified that Drejka 
had started pointing and 
yelling at her. She said she 
cracked the window to 
hear what he was saying 
and a screaming match 
ensued. 

Prosecutor Scott Rosen- 
wassersaid during closing 
arguments earlier Friday 
that Drejka provoked Mc¬ 
Glockton to shove him by 
yelling at Jacobs instead 
of calling the police if he 
felt so strongly about her 
being parked in the handi¬ 
capped spot.

Tria was quoted as saying 
that even without addi¬ 
tional measures, the deficit 
for next year will be "sub¬ 
stantially lower than the 2.1 
percent of GDP predicted" 
in the budget plan that 
Premier Giuseppe Conte's 
government envisioned in 
spring 2019. 

Tria insisted there's "room to 
maneuver"to avoid an au¬ 
tomatic sales tax hike that 
would punish Italy's long- 
ailing economy. 

He argued that two cam¬ 
paign promises that the 
populist government had 
enacted -- a guaranteed 
minimum income and an 
early retirement possibility 
for workers -- had cost less 
than feared. 

He also cited greater rev¬ 
enues and lower interest 
on Italy's staggering pub¬ 
lic debt as he dismissed as 
'foolishness" talk of reces¬ 
sion and "plunges in con¬ 
sumption" by consumers 
Salvini triggered the col¬ 
lapse last week by yanking 
the support of his right-wing 
League party, which has 
governed since June 2018 
together with the anti-es¬ 
tablishment 5-Star Move¬ 
ment. 

Whoever governs this fall 
will have to make painful 
budget cuts to meet Euro¬

Democratic Party chief Nic¬ 
ola Zingaretti challenged 
the 5-Stars to agree to a 
government whose planks 
would be a clear break 
with those of the coalition 
that just collapsed. 

"Italians just wouldn't un¬ 
derstand a mishmash" of 
the last government that 
failed, Zingaretti told re¬ 
porters Sunday evening. 
'We'll do everything to try 
to find a possible solution, 
which, I won't deny, at this 
point hasn't been found," 
Zingaretti said. He called 
on the 5-Star leaders to 
meet with Democrats on 
Monday to make some 
progress. 

President Sergio Mattarel- 
la on Thursday said party 
leaders had asked formore 
time for negotiations for a 
coalition government that 
can win a mandatory con¬ 
fidence vote in both cham¬ 
bers of Parliament. 

But while he made clear 
it was his duty to see if this 
Parliament could continue 
under some solid govern¬ 
ment, Mattarella said Ital¬ 
ia ns a nd fina nc ia I ma rkets 
need answers soon. If he

BIARRITZ, Ranee (AP) — The 

global economy craves a 
double shot of confidence 
right now but the best that 
leaders of the Group of 
Seven can offer is a less 
intoxicating cocktail: not 
making thingsworse. 

Sharp differences over U.S. 
President Donald Trump's 
trade conflict with China 
and threats to escalate 
trade tensions with Europe, 
along with Britain's impend¬ 
ing departure from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union on terms yet 
to be decided, are mak¬ 
ing it unlikely the leaders 
of seven rich democracies 
can come up with a unified 
road map on how to help 
global growth. 

What the global economy 
doesn't need: an outcome 
like last year's summit in 
Canada. Leaders wrestled 
over a final joint statement, 
only to have Trump repudi¬ 
ate his signature shortly af¬ 
ter leaving the summit and 
tweet criticism of the host, 
Canadian Prime Minister 
J ustin Trudeau. 

This year's host, French 
Prime Minister Emmanuel 
Macron, has indicated he 
will avoid that possibility by 
simply not having a state¬ 
ment. Instead, Macron 
may issue his own careful 
summary of what was dis¬ 
cussed. 

Even if the leaders, who dis¬ 
cussed the economy Sun¬ 
day morning, issue a final 
statement, it's unlikely to 
contain a solution to what's 


deterring investment and 
dampening business con¬ 
fidence. During Sunday's 
meeting on the economy, 
Trump and the others basi¬ 
cally stated their contrast¬ 
ing positions on trade. EU 
officials pointed out the 
impactof trade tensionson 
the global economy and 
their support for dealing 
with China within multilat¬ 
eral institutions while Trump 
restated his U.S. vs China 
approach. 

In some ways the global 
economy is doing fairly 
well at the moment, with 
unemployment low in ma¬ 
jor economies Yet world 
trade and industrial invest¬ 
ment and production have 


slowed sharply —and those 
are the forces that could 
carryforward the decade- 
long economic expansion 
since the Great Recession. 
By imposing tariffs, or import 
taxes, on Chinese goods, 
and by threatening to im¬ 
pose new ones on Europe¬ 
an autosand even French 
wine, Trump has sown un¬ 
certainty among business- 
esabout theirsupply chains 
— the pathsthat raw mate¬ 
rials, parts and goods take 
as they move through the 
globalized economy. Mar¬ 
kets have become volatile, 
dropping sharply last week 
afterthe U.S. and China ex¬ 
changed more tariffs. 
Flolger Schmieding, chief 


economist at Berenbeng 
Bank in London, says that 
while the direct damage 
from the tariffs is so far lim¬ 
ited, the lack of clarity over 
terms of trade is corroding 
confidence. 

"Entrepreneurs and firms 
only invest when they feel 
confident about the out¬ 
look," he said. 'The perva¬ 
sive uncertainty about the 
future of global trade and 
the resulting need to re¬ 
structure cross-border sup¬ 
ply chains weighs heavily 
on industrial sentiment and 
investment." 

Business, he noted, is driven 
by "animal spirits" - a term 
coined by 20th-century Brit¬ 
ish economist John May¬ 


nard Keynes to describe 
the optimism needed to 
ta ke risks a nd invest. 
Trump's unpredictable 
America-first economic na¬ 
tionalism is upending de¬ 
cades of rules-based eco¬ 
nomic cooperation rooted 
in global institutions like the 
World Trade Organization 
and the Group of Seven it¬ 
self. Space for action is in¬ 
creasingly limited, and not 
just by Trump's disruption. 
The U.S. Federal Reserve 
has little room to lowerinter¬ 
est rates, and the European 
Central Bank's even less, 
with its key benchmarks at 
or below zero. They could 
resume stimulus programs 
that include buying bonds 
to lower borrowing rates 
But borrowing rates are al¬ 
ready extremely low. 

Many governments still 
have debt hangovers from 
the global financial crisis, 
leaving less room forspend¬ 
ing to stimulate investment 
and consumption. Germa¬ 
ny has been running a sur- 
plusand hasbalked attak- 
ing on new debt to spend 
on things that could raise 
growth, such as roads and 
bridges and high-speed 
internet coverage for the 
whole country. 

China's growth has slowed 
from its previous red-hot 
pace, which often hap¬ 
pens when an emerging 
economy starts to catch up 
with the rest of the world. 
Aging populations in many 
developed economies will 
strain tax revenues and 
lower consumption.□ 
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Hezbollah leaden Israeli drones over Lebanon will be downed

BEIRUT (AP) — The leader 
of Lebanon's Iran-backed 
Hezbollah said Sunday 
that his group will confront 
and shoot down any Israeli 
drones that enter Leba¬ 
nese airspace from now 
on, raising the potential for 
conflict amid heightened 
regional tensions 
Hassan Nasrallah also 
vowed to retaliate to an 
Israeli airstrike inside Syria 
that took place hours ear¬ 
lier, which he said killed two 
Hezbollah members. 
Nasrallah's speech came 
after one alleged Israeli 
drone crashed in a Hez¬ 
bollah stronghold in south 
Beirut, landing on the roof 
of a building that houses 
Hezbollah's media office, 
while another exploded 


and crashed in a plot be¬ 
hind the building, causing 
material damage, authori¬ 
ties said. 

A Hezbollah spokesman 
said earlier Sunday that 


the group did not fire on 
any of the drones. He said 
the second drone was like¬ 
ly armed, judging by the 
damage itcaused. 
Nasrallah said one of the 
drones had been flying low 
among buildings, calling it 
a military "suicide mission" 
and "a clearaggression." 

He said allowing Israel to 
keep flying drones over 
Lebanon would lead to a 
similar situation as in Iraq, 
where a series of attacks 
there targeting military bas- 
esand weaponsdepotbe¬ 
longing to Iranian-backed 
militias have left the coun¬ 
try on edge. U.S. officials 
say at least one of them 
wascarried out by Israel. 

In Sa turd ay's strikes nearthe 
Syrian capital, Israel pub¬ 
licly stated it was thwarting 
an imminent drone strike 
against Israel by Iran's Rev¬ 
olutionary Guards' Al Quds 
Force. 

But Na sra lla h sa id the strikes 
actually hita Hezbollah rest 
house, marking a rare ac¬ 
knowledgement of mem- 
berdeathsin Syria by Israeli 
strikes. 

"I tell Israeli soldiers on the 
border (with Lebanon) to 
be cautiousand wait. May¬ 
be in a day ortwo orthree 
or four... do not think for a 
moment that Hezbollah will 
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allow such matters to pass," 
he added. 

The downed drones and 
c ro ss-b o rd e r a irstrikes c o me 
amid heightened tensions 
between Israel and Iran, 
which backs Hezbollah. 
Israeli aircraft continued to 
violate Lebanese airspace 
Sunday, flying low over Bei¬ 
rut hours after the drones 
crashed, raising fears of a 
widerconflict. 

Hezbollah spokesman Mo¬ 
hammed Afifsaid a small, 
unmanned reconnais¬ 
sance drone fell on a build¬ 
ing housing Hezbollah's me¬ 
dia office in the Moawwad 
neighborhood in Dahyeh, 
the group's stronghold in 
southern Beirut. 

He said a second drone, 
which appeared to have 
been sent by Israel to 
search for the first one 
less than 45 minutes later, 
exploded in the air and 
crashed in an empty plot 
nearby, shattering windows 
in surrounding buildings 
Residents said they heard a 
loud blast that triggered a 
nighttime fire. 

"There was no immediate 
Israeli comment on the 
drone incident or Hezbol¬ 
lah's remarks. 

AP journalists on the scene 
Sunday said the 11-floor 
building that houses He¬ 
zbollah's media office as 
well as nearby build ingssuf- 
fered minor damage and 
broken glass On the sec¬ 
ond floor, where the group 
has its offices, shattered 
glass littered the floors and 
some of the desks were 
overturned. A portrait of 
Nasrallah was on a desk lit¬ 
tered with glass. 

A Lebanese army state¬ 
ment said an Israeli drone 
came down while the oth¬ 
er exploded in the sky over 
Beirut, causing material 
damage. 

Israeli warplanes regularly 
violate Lebanese airspace 
and have struck inside 


neighboring Syria from Leb¬ 
anon on several occasions, 
angering Hezbollah and 
Lebanese officials, who 
have complained to the 
United Nations. 

"The Lebanese Foreign Minis¬ 
try counted 481 Israeli viola¬ 
tions of Lebanese airspace 
in the past two months and 
instructed Lebanon's rep¬ 
resentative to the U.N. to 
submit an immediate com¬ 
plaint. 

Lebanese Prime Minister 
Saad Hariri described the 
crash of the two drones 
constitute a threat to re¬ 
gional stability and an at¬ 
tempt to push the situation 
toward more escalation. 
Israel's late-night airstrike 
Saturday in Syria, which trig¬ 
gered Syrian anti-aircraft 
fire, appeared to be one 
of the most intense attacks 
by Israeli forces in several 
years. 

Lt. Col.Jonathan Conricus, 
a military spokesman, said 
Ira n's Re vo lutio na ry G ua rd s' 
Al Qudsforce, working with 
allied Shiite militias, had 
been planning to send a 
number of explosives-lad- 
en attack drones into Israel. 
Conricus said Israel had 
monitored the plot for sev¬ 
eral months and on "Thurs¬ 
day prevented Iran from 
making an "advanced 
attempt" to execute the 
same plan. Then, Iran tried 
again late Saturday to car¬ 
ry out the same attack, he 
said. 

He declined to give specif¬ 
ics on what targets the Ira¬ 
nians intended to strike. 

"The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights, a Britain- 
based war monitoring 
group, reported that two 
Hezbollah members and 
an Iranian militiaman were 
killed in the Israeli attack 
Saturday night. Israel has 
carried out hundreds of 
attacks in recent years tar¬ 
geting Hezbollah and other 
Iranian targets in Syria. □ 
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Hong Kong police draw guns in latest piotestviolence

Kong police drew their

The day's main showdown 
tookplace on a majordrag 
in the outlying Tsuen Wan 
district following a protest 
march that ended in a 
nearby park. While a large 
crowd rallied in the park, a 
group of hard-line protest¬ 
ers took over a main street, 
strewing bamboo poles on 
the pavement and lining 
up orange and white traffic 
barriers and cones to ob¬ 
struct police. 

After hoisting warning flags, 
police used tear gas to 
try to disperse the crowd. 
Protesters responded by 
throwing bricks and gaso¬ 
line bombs toward the po¬ 
lice. The resultwasa surreal 
scene of small fires and 
scattered paving bricks on 
the street between the two 
sides, rising clouds of tear 
gas and green and blue 
laser lights pointed by the 
protesters at the police. 

Ihe protesters eventually 
decided to abandon their 
position. Two watercannon 


trucksand a phalanxof po¬ 
lice vehicles with flashing 
lights joined riot police on 
foot as they advanced up 
the street. Ihey met little re- 
sistance. Television footage 
showed a water cannon 
being fired once, but per¬ 
haps more as a test, as it 
didn't appear to reach the 
retreating protesters. 
Officerspulled theirgunsaf- 
ter protesters chased them 
down a street with sticks 
and rods, calling them 
"gangsters." Public broad¬ 
caster RTHK said one of its 
reporters saw a uniformed 
officer fire a shot into the 
sky. 

Some protesters said 
they're resorting to violence 
because the government 
has not responded to their 
peaceful demonstrations. 
'The escalation you're see¬ 
ing now is just a product of 
our government's indiffer¬ 
ence toward the people 
of Hong Kong," said Rory 
Wong, who was at the 
clash afterthe march. 

One neighborhood resi¬ 
dent, Dong Wong, com¬ 
plained about the teargas. 
"I live on the 15th floorand I 
can even smell it at home," 
he said. "I have four dogs, 
sneezing, sneezing all day. 
... The protesters didn't do 
anything, they just blocked 
the road to protect them¬ 
selves."

N. Korea tests new 
'super-la ige' multiple 
rocket launcher

— North Korea says leader 
Kim Jong Un has super¬ 
vised a test-firing of what 
it calls "newly developed 
super-large multiple rocket 
launcher."

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

Backed by military aircraft, 
Brazilian troops on Satur¬ 
day were deploying in the 
Amazon to fight fires that 
have swept the region and 
prompted anti-govern¬ 
ment protests as well as an 
international outcry. 
President Jair Bolsonaro 
also tried to temper global 
concern, saying that pre¬ 
viously deforested areas 
had burned and that in¬ 
tact rainforest was spared. 
Even so, the fireswere likely 
to be urgently discussed at 
a summit of the Group of 
Seven leaders in France this 
weekend. 

Some 44,000 troops will 
be available for "unprec¬ 
edented" operations to put 
out the fires, and forces 
are heading to six Brazilian 
states that asked for fed¬ 
eral help, Defense Minister 
Fernando Azevedo said. 
Ihe states are Roraima, 
Rondonia, Tocantins, Para, 
Acre and Mato Grosso. 

The military's first mission 
will be carried out by 700 
troops around Porto Velho, 
capital of Rondonia, Aze¬ 
vedo said. The military will 
use two C-130 Hercules 
aircraft capable of dump¬ 
ing up to 12,000 liters (3,170 


gallons) of water on fires, 
he said. 

An Associated Press jour¬ 
nalist flying over the Porto 
Velho region Saturday 
morning reported hazy 
conditionsand low visibility. 
On Friday, the reportersaw 
many already deforested 
areas that were burned, 
apparently by people 
clearing farmland, as well 
asa large column of smoke 
billowing from one fire. 

Ihe municipality of Nova 
Santa Helena in Brazil's 
Mato Grosso state wasalso 
hard-hit. Trucks were seen 


driving along a highway Fri¬ 
day asfiresblazed and em¬ 
bers smoldered in adjacent 
fields. 

The Brazilian military op¬ 
erations came after wide¬ 
spread criticism of Bolson¬ 
aro's handling of the crisis 
On Friday, the president 
authorized the armed forc¬ 
es to put out fires, saying he 
is committed to protecting 
the Amazon region. 
Azevedo, the defense min¬ 
ister, noted U.S. President 
Donald Trump's offer in a 
tweet to help Brazil fight the 
fires, and said there had 


been no furthercontacton 
the matter. 

Despite international con¬ 
cern, Bolsonaro told report¬ 
ers on Saturday that the sit¬ 
uation was returning to nor¬ 
ma I. He sa id he wa s "spea k- 
ing to everyone" about the 
problem, including Trump, 
Spanish Prime Minister Pe¬ 
dro Sanchez and several 
Latin American leaders 
Bolsonaro had described 
rainforest protections as 
an obstacle to Brazil's eco¬ 
nomic development, spar¬ 
ring with critics who say 
the Amazon absorbs vast 


amounts of greenhouse 
gasses and is crucial for 
efforts to contain climate 
change. 

The Amazon fires have be¬ 
come a global issue, es¬ 
calating tensions between 
Brazil and European coun¬ 
tries who believe Bolsonaro 
has neglected commit¬ 
ments to protect biodiver¬ 
sity. Protesters gathered 
outside Brazilian diplomatic 
missions in European and 
Latin American cities Fri¬ 
day, and demonstrators 
also marched in Brazil. 

'The planet's lungs are on 
fire. Let's save them!" read 
a sign at a protest outside 
Brazil's embassy in Mexico 
City. 

The dispute spilled into the 
economic arena when 
French leader Emmanuel 
Macron threatened to 
block a European Union 
trade deal with Brazil and 
several other South Ameri¬ 
can countries. 

"First we need to help Brazil 
and othercountriesputout 
these fires," Macron said 
Saturday. 

The goal is to "preserve 
this forest that we all need 
because it is a treasure of 
our biodiversity and our cli¬ 
mate thanks to the oxygen 
that it emits and thanks to 
the carbon it absorbs," he 
said .□

port for conservative Presi¬ 
dent M a uric io Macri, who is 
facing a tough fight head¬ 
ing into general elections in 
October in a country beset 
with economic struggles. 
Chanting "We can be bet¬ 
ter" and "Let's go togeth¬ 
er," a crowd that greatly 
exceeded expectations 
swelled outside the presi¬ 
dential palace in Buenos 
Aires just two weeks after 
a left-leaning presidential 
ticket turned in a far stron¬ 
ger showing than Macri's 
slate in political party pri¬ 


maryvoting. 

An emotional Macri 
emerged on a balcony of 
the Casa Rosada to ac¬ 
knowledge his supporters, 
who responded to calls on 
social media to get out in 
the streets 

"How are we not going 
to get ahead, with you? 
Please, we can. Of course, 
we can. We're going to be 
better," the president said, 
with tea rs in his eyes. 

The outpouring by hisback- 
ers underlined the division 
and polarization in Argen¬ 
tina, where many voters 
used the Aug. 11 primary 
elections to show support 
for Alberto Fernandez and 
his vice presidential running 
mate, formerPresidentCris- 
tina Fernandez. The two 
Fernandez, who are not re¬ 


lated, got 47.6% of the to¬ 
tal votes cast, while Macri's 
slate was 15 points back. 
Many Argentines are upset 
with Macri, who won the 
last election after cam¬ 
paigning on promisesto get 
the economy going again, 
but inflation still runs at 
mo re tha n 40% a yea r a nd 
the currency has slumped 
while austerity moves by his 
government have angered 
many people. 

But others worry a victory 
by the Fernandez team 
will bring back the populist 
policies that characterized 
the presidency of Cristina 
Fernandez, in which Alber¬ 
to Fernandez served as her 
first chief of staff. After the 
primary elections, Argen¬ 
tine stock prices fell and 
the already weak peso 


dropped 35%in three days. 
"Macri I give you 4 more 
years, Cristina we have giv¬ 
en you enough," one ban- 
nerproclaimed Saturday.

Rizo, said she doesn't want 
to see Cristina Fernandez 
backin power.

Ihe 
oft-injured star is retiring at 
age 29. 

"I'm in pain, I'm still in pain. 
It's been four years of this 
pain, rehab cycle," Luck 
said. "It's a myriad of is¬ 
sues — calf strain, posterior 
ankle impingement, high 
ankle sprain. Part of my 
journey going forward will 
be figuring out how to feel 
better." 

Luck wasn't planning to 
make the announcement 
following Saturday's 27-17 
loss to the Chicago Bears. 
But when ESPN first reported 
the news during the fourth 
quarter, Luck changed the 
plan for a Sunday after¬ 
noon announcement. 
Instead, he held a 25-min¬ 
ute impromptu news con¬ 
ference. 

Attimeshe sounded wistful. 
At others, his voice cracked 
with emotion. 

One thing was clean Ihe 
endless barrage of injuries 
stripped away his joy forthe 
game and prompted him 
to walk away so he could 
enjoy the life he wants. 
"There'sno doubtwhen you 
hear him talk a bout the cy¬ 
cle of pain and injury and 
rehab, you can hear that," 
coach Frank Reich said. 
'There'sa saying in football 
that everyone knows and 
everybody lives by, it's next 
man up and even though 
this situation is unique, no 
one is exempt."

Cricket World Cup hero 
Ben Stokes scored a stun¬ 
ning 135 not out as Eng land 
kept its Ashes hopes alive 
with a dramatic one-wick- 
et win over Australia in the 
third test at Heading ley. 
Stokes scored the winning 
four Sunday in the after¬ 
noon session on Day 4 as 
England finished on 362- 
9 in its second innings — 
chasing what seemed an 
improbable 359 — afteran 
unbeaten 76-run stand for 
the 10th wicket with Jack 
Leach, who scored only 1 
run in the partnership. 

It's the highest success¬ 
ful fourth-innings chase by 
England in a test match. 
Stokes was dropped by 
Marcus Harris at third man 
off Pat Cummins and sur¬ 
vived an easy runout 
chance and clear Ibw de¬ 
cision close to the end. The 
allrounder finished with 11 
fours and eight sixes overall 
in one of the greatest in- 
ningsby an England batter. 
'Today was incredible," 
Stokes said. "I don't quite 
know what to say. It hasn't 
sunk in yet." 

Ihe teams are now level 
at 1-1 in the series Austra¬ 
lia would have secured the 
famous urn with a 2-0 lead 
and only two tests remain¬ 
ing in the five-match series 


England started the day on 
156-3, still needing 203 more 
runs to win and stay alive in 
cricket's oldest regular in¬ 
ternational series Captain 
J oe Root (77) was out early 
but Stokes and J onny Bair- 
stow (36) shared an 86-run 
stand for the fifth wicket, 
taking England from 159-4 
to 245-5 when Josh Hazle- 
wood (4-85) dismissed Bair- 
stow. 

England No. 11 Leach sur¬ 
vived as Stokes' final part¬ 
ner, with the pair coming 


together on 286-9. When 
their 50-run partnership 
came up, the spinner still 
hadn't scored. His 1 not out 

— which leveled the scores 

— came off 17 balls 
Stokes was man of the 
match in England's Super 
Over win over New Zea¬ 
land in the World Cup final 
exactly six weeks ago. 

"It's one I'll never forget," 
Stokes said on Sky Sports 
after Sunday's test win. "I've 
got to try and take it all in. 
I'm not sure it'll ever hap¬ 


pen again. It's one of the 
two best feelings I've ever 
felt on a cricket pitch." 
Australia, which was miss¬ 
ing injured star batter Steve 
Smith, scored 179 and 246. 
England was dismissed for 
only 67 in its first innings, 
making the final victory for 
the hosts even more re¬ 
markable. 

WASTED CHANCES 
Australia had two chances 
to snatch a famous win of 
its own in the 125th over of 
an epic innings, but they 


instead go down as foot¬ 
notes in Stokes' story. With 
England still one run behind, 
Nathan Lyon dropped a 
throw from Cummins at the 
bowler'send when a clean 
take would have allowed 
him to easily run out the 
over-exuberant Leach with 
ease. Stokes aimed a big 
slog-sweep atthe very next 
delivery, missing but given 
not out leg before wicket 
by umpire Joel Wilson.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

When Liz O'Sullivan was 
hired at the New York City- 
based artificial intelligence 
company Clarifai in 2017, 
she felt lucky to find work 
atthe intersection of two of 
her main interests: technol¬ 
ogy and ethics. Two years 
later, she found herself fac¬ 
ing a moral dilemma. 
Clarifai was developing 
aerial photography and 
object detection tools as 
one of several companies 
working on Project Maven, 
a Pentagon drone surveil¬ 
lance program. After sev¬ 
eral conversations with 
friends and colleagues, 
O'Sullivan realized this type 
of technology eventually 
could be used for autono¬ 
mous weapons. 

In January, she wrote to 
Clarifai CEO Matt Zeiler 
on behalf of a group of 
employees, seeking clari¬ 
fication on whether the 
technology would be used 
to create weapons and 
asking him to commit to 
a series of ethical mea¬ 
sures. Zeiler later explained 
at a meeting that Clarifai 
likely would provide tech 
for autonomous weapons 
O'Sullivan quit the next day. 
"I was very surprised and 
had to follow my con¬ 
science," she said. Zeiler 
and Clarifai did not re¬ 
spond to a requestforcom- 
ment from Ihe Associated 
Press. In a 2018 blog, Zeiler 
defended Clarifai's involve¬ 
ment in Project Maven, 
saying it aligned with the 
company's mission of ac¬ 
celerating human progress 
with continually improving 
Al. 

O'Sullivan, 34, considers 
herself part of a "growing 
backlash against unethical 
tech," a groundswell in the 
past two yea rs in which U.S. 
tech employees have tried 
to remake the industry from 
the inside out — pushing 
for more control over how 
their work is used and urg¬ 
ing better conditions, job 
security and wages for af¬ 
filiated workers. 

While some speak out and 
others sign petitionsand at¬ 
tend rallies, workers a re col¬ 
lectively taking action like 


never before: 

— Amazon and Microsoft 
employees demanded 
the companies stop pro¬ 
viding services to software 
company Palantir, which 
provides technology to 
federal agencies including 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement and the U.S. 
Army. 

— Amazon employeesalso 
have urged the company 
to transition to renewable 
energy and confronted 
CEO J eff Bezos at a share¬ 
holdermeeting. 

— Following last year's 
walkouts over Google's 
handling of sexual miscon¬ 
duct cases, employees 
signed a letter protesting 
Project Dragonfly, a search 
engine that would comply 
with Chinese censorship. 

— Staff at Salesforce, Mi¬ 
crosoft and Google have 
protested their companies' 
ties to Customs and Border 
Protection, ICE and the mili¬ 
tary. 

Despite six-figure salaries 
and unlimited vacation 
time, many tech workers 
are questioning the effects 
of their work and joining 
forces with their more pre¬ 
carious blue-collar, service 
and contract-workercoun- 
terparts, pressing for better 
work conditio ns and pay. 
"It's unprecedented, both 
the magnitude ofthe pow- 
erofthese companiesand 
the willingness of white- 


collar employees to shake 
themselves of the privilege 
that they have and to re¬ 
ally see the impact of the 
work they're doing," said 
Veena Dubai, a professor 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia Hastings College ofthe 
Law who has interviewed 
dozens of tech workers in¬ 
volved in organizing. 

"fhey're feeling embold¬ 
ened because of national 
and global "existential cri¬ 
ses" and the realization 
that tech companies "have 
more power than any mul¬ 
tinational corporation has 
had in a long time," Dubai 
said. 

The phenomenon is par¬ 
ticularly strong in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, home 
to Salesforce, Google and 
Palantir, among others. Ihe 
bastion of activism and 
progressive culture has 
been hit hard by the tech 
boom's housing affordabil¬ 
ity c risis. 

'There'sa lotofpower(that) 
people are being asked to 
build for the shareholders 
of these companies and 
the management of these 
companies," said Ian Bushi¬ 
er, 28, a former contract 
analyst for Google and an 
organizerwith the Bay Area 
chapter of Democratic So¬ 
cialists of America. "If you 
want to make the world a 
better place, you should 
exercise judgment and de¬ 
mocracy with the people 


you're working with to build 
these tools" 

Facebookand Palantir did 
not respond to requests for 
comment. 

An Amazon spokesperson 
declined to comment on 
employee activism but not¬ 
ed the Seattle-based com¬ 
pany is committed to sus¬ 
tainability and said it pro- 
videsgood pay and bene- 
fitsand humane conditions 
at its warehouses At the 
stakeholdermeeting, Bezos 
didn't directly address em¬ 
ployees' renewable energy 
demands but referred to 
some sustainability efforts 
already underway. 

A Microsoft spokesperson 
said the company, head¬ 
quartered in the Seattle 
area, appreciates employ¬ 
ee feedback, respects dif¬ 
fering views and provides 
"many avenues for a II voic- 
esto be heard." 

A Google spokesperson did 
not comment on specific 
incidents but emphasized 
that retaliation is prohibited 
and pointed to CEO Sun- 
da r Pichai's previous state- 
mentson worker dissent. 
'There are many things 
good aboutgiving employ¬ 
ees a lot of voice," he said 
at a November confer¬ 
ence. 'There are decisions 
we make which they may 
not agree with." 
Congresshasbegun to ag¬ 
gressively scrutinize the in¬ 
dustry in recent years, and 


the Justice Department 
last month launched an 
investigation into big tech 
companies amid antitrust 
allegations A recent Pew 
Research Center survey in¬ 
dicated Americans have 
an increasingly negative 
view of tech's effect on the 
country. 

"As an employee in the 
tech sectorright now, there 
is a fair bit of guilt or (ask¬ 
ing), 'What is my responsibil¬ 
ity?"'said Kellie McElhaney, 
a professor at the Haas 
School of Business at UC 
Berkeley. 

AmrGaber, 32, a Google 
engineer, was among sev¬ 
eral tech workers at a J uly 
demonstration in front of 
Facebook's San Francisco 
office supporting cafete¬ 
ria workers seeking a new 
contract. He said although 
the white-collarworkersare 
more privileged, they're all 
working people. 

'Our fortunes are tied to¬ 
gether," G a ber said. "If the 
(companies) can't even 
treat the people who work 
for them well, then how 
can we expect them to 
have a positive impact on 
society?" 

There's evidence compa¬ 
nies a re listening. 

Google and Facebook 
pledged to pay contract 
workers better and provide 
some benefits Google 
ended forced arbitra¬ 
tion for sexual misconduct 
cases after its employees 
walked out. Following em¬ 
ployee outcry, Google de¬ 
clined to renew itscontract 
with the Pentagon forwork 
on Project Maven. 

When employees asked 
Microsoft to cancel itscon¬ 
tract with ICE, CEO Satya 
Nadella clarified that the 
company was not contrib¬ 
uting to family separations 
at the border but support¬ 
ing email, calendar and 
document systems. 

A Salesforce spokesperson 
said conversations with 
employees led the com¬ 
pany to create the Office 
of Ethical and Humane Use 
of Technology and "hire a 
chief ethical and humane 
use officer to develop 
guidelines and evaluate 
situations around the ethi¬ 
cal use and development 
of our techno logy.'O

WASHINGTON (AP) — As 
global leaders gather on 
two continents to take ac¬ 
count of a darkening eco¬ 
nomic outlook, this is the 
picture they face: 

Factories are slumping, 
many businesses are para¬ 
lyzed, global growth is sput¬ 
tering and the world's two 
mightiest economies are 
in the grip of a dangerous 
trade war. 

Barely a year after most of 
the world's major countries 
were enjoying an unusual 
moment of shared prosper¬ 
ity, the global economy 
may be at risk of returning 
to the rut it tumbled into 
after the financial crisis of 
2007-2009. 

Worse, solutions seem 
far from obvious. Central 
banks can't just slash inter¬ 
est rates. Rates a re already 
ultra-low. And even if they 
did, the central banks 
would risk robbing them¬ 
selves of the ammunition 
they would need later to 
fight a recession. High gov¬ 
ernment debts make it po¬ 
litically problematic to cut 
taxes or pour money into 
new bridges, roads and 
other public works projects. 
"Ourtoolsforfighting reces¬ 
sion are no doubt more lim¬ 
ited (than) in the past,"said 
Karen Dynan, an econo¬ 
mist at Harvard University's 
Kennedy School. 

The International Monetary 
Fund and the World Bank 
have downgraded the out¬ 
look for world growth. On 
Thursday, Moody's Inves¬ 
tors Service said it expects 
the global economy to 
expand 2.7% this year and 
next — down from 3.2%the 
previous two years. And it 
issued a dark warning: Get 
used to it. 

'The new normal will likely 
continue for the next three 
to fouryears,"the credit rat¬ 
ing agency said. 

Concerns are rising just as 
central bankers meet in 
Jackson Hole, Wyoming, 
and leaders of the Group 
of Seven advanced econ¬ 
omies gather this weekend 
in the resort town of Biarritz 
in southwestern France. A 
spotlight will shine, in partic¬ 


ular, on whatever message 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Jerome Powell sends in a 
speech Friday in Jackson 
Hole. 

The dour global outlook 
partly reflectsU.S. President 
Donald Trump's combative 
trade conflicts with China 
and other countries. A re¬ 
alization has taken hold 
that Trump will likely keep 
deploying tariffs — and 
in some cases escalating 
them — to try to beat con¬ 
cessions out of trading part¬ 
ners. 

'The trade uncertainty is 
here to stay,"said Madhavi 
Bokil, seniorcreditofficerat 
Moody's 

Squeezed by protection¬ 
ism, global trade is likely to 
grow just 2.5% this year, its 
slowest pace in three years, 
the IMF says Manufactur¬ 
ers, whose fortunes are 
closely tied to trade, are 
struggling. J .P. Morgan's 
global manufacturing in¬ 
dex dropped in J uly for a 
third straight month, hitting 
the lowest level since 2012. 
The global funk also re¬ 
flects the pull of gravity: 
The economies of Europe 
and J apan, fueled by cen¬ 
tral banks' easy-money 
policies, overexerted them¬ 
selves a couple of years 
ago and are now returning 
to their more typical state: 
Sluggishness 

The IMF expects China's 
economy, the world's sec¬ 
ond-biggest, to grow 6.2% 


this year — the weakest 
since 1990 — and just 6% 
next year. Trump's trade 
war is certainly a factor. 
The president has imposed 
tariffs on $250 billion in Chi¬ 
nese imports and is set to 
tax nearly $300 billion more 
before year's end. China's 
slowdown is also being or¬ 
chestrated in part by the 
officials in Beijing, who are 
trying to contain lending to 
control the country's run¬ 
away debts. 

And an economic chill in 
China sends shivers into 
the many countries—from 
copper-producing Chile to 
iron ore-making Australia — 
thatfeed Chinese factories 
with raw materials. 

Then there's Europe. In 
the 19 countries that use 
the euro currency, growth 
slowed in the second quar¬ 
ter to an anemic annual 
rate of 1.1%, or 0.2% from 
the quarter before. The 
eurozone, which maintains 
close trade tieswith the U.S. 
and China, has been side- 
swiped by the collision be¬ 
tween Trump and President 
Xi Jinping. And Trump has 
threatened to impose sig¬ 
nificant tariffs on European 
auto imports. 

Even more than the tariffs, 
uncertainty overtrade dis¬ 
putes is chilling investment 
and purchasing. Despite 
cheap borrowing costs 
from central bank stimulus, 
investment in new plants is 
lagging, an ominous sign 


that bosses don't foresee a 
pickup. 

In Europe's economic pow¬ 
erhouse, Germany, the 
economy shrank 0.1% in 
the second quarter from 
the quarter before. If out¬ 
put should fall fora second 
straight quarter, Germany 
would find itself in a reces¬ 
sion. 

Some of Germany's trou¬ 
bles originate closer to 
home. Major automakers 
have had to sink billions 
into technology to meet 
stricter emissions tests. BMW 
lost money on its car busi¬ 
ness for the first time in a 
decade in the first quarter. 
Daimler posted its first net 
loss since 2009 in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. 

Brexit is another risk for Eu¬ 
rope. Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson says the U.K. will 
leave the 28-country Eu¬ 
ropean Union and its free- 
trade zone on Oct. 31, with 
or without a divorce deal. 
Not knowing what will hap¬ 
pen isa nagging source of 
uncertainty. 

Facing such risks, the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank hassig- 
naled it could launch new 
monetary stimulus as early 
as next month. As recently 
as December, the EC B had 
been confident enough 
in the economy to halt a 
nearly four-year, $2.6 tril- 
lion-euro ($2.9 trillion) bond 
purchase program. That 
optimism hasvanished. 

The U.S. economy, now 


enjoying a record-break¬ 
ing 10-year expansion, still 
shows resilience. American 
consumers, whose spend¬ 
ing accountsfor70%of U.S. 
economic activity, have 
driven the growth. 

Retail sales have risen 
sharply this year, with peo¬ 
ple shopping online and 
spending more at restau¬ 
rants Theirsavingsratesare 
also the highest since 2012, 
which suggests consumers 
aren't necessarily stretch¬ 
ing themselvesthin. 

But Trump's tariffs loom over 
the U.S. economy. The im¬ 
port taxes he plans to im¬ 
pose on China on Sept. 1 
and again on Dec. 15 are 
likely to hit America ns more 
than the earlier rounds of 
ta riffs. 

Already, companies are 
delaying investments be¬ 
cause they don't know 
where to put new facto¬ 
ries, seek suppliers or find 
customers until they have a 
betteridea where the trade 
disputes are going. "Un¬ 
certainty is high," said Eric 
Lascelles, chief economist 
at RBC Global Asset Man¬ 
agement. "Businesses ev¬ 
erywhere are sitting on their 
hands." For all the gloom, 
Lascelles said policymak¬ 
ers aren't without options. 
Even with short-term inter¬ 
est rates near zero, central 
banks can aggressively 
buy bondsto pump money 
into the financial system — 
it's what the Fed, ECB and 
Ba nk of J a pa n d id to revive 
growth during and after 
the fina nc ia I c risis.O

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Seven environmental and 
animal protection groups 
teamed up to file the first 
lawsuit challenging the 
Trump administration's roll¬ 
back of the Endangered 
Species Act. 

The environmental law 
nonprofit Earthjustice filed 
the lawsuit Wednesday 
on behalf of the Center 
for Biological Diversity, De¬ 
fenders of Wildlife, Sierra 
Club, Natural Resources 
Defense Council, National 
Parks Conservation Associ¬ 
ation, WildEarth Guardians 
and the Humane Society of 
the United States Ihe law¬ 
suit comes after the fed¬ 
eral government ea riier this 
month announced a series 
of changes to weaken the 
Endangered SpeciesAct. 

In a filing ,the groupsargue 
that the Trump administra¬ 
tion violated the National 
Environmental Policy Act 
by failing to analyze the ef¬ 
fects of the new rules. They 
also charge that the ad¬ 
ministration unreasonably 
changed requirements to 
comply with part of the En¬ 
dangered SpeciesActthat 
would have prevented any 
changesthatcould threat¬ 
en the existence or habitat 
of any listed species 
"Inthe midstofan unprece¬ 
dented extinction crisis, the 
Trump administration is evis¬ 
cerating our most effective 
wildlife protection law," 
Rebecca Riley, legal direc¬ 
tor of the nature program 
at the Natural Resources 
Defense Council, said in a 
statement. "These regula¬ 
tory changes will place vul¬ 
nerable species in immedi¬ 
ate danger— aII to line the 
pockets of industry. We are 
counting on the courts to 
step in before it's too late." 
Nicholas Goodwin, a 
spokesman for the U.S. De¬ 
partment of the Interior, 
criticized the lawsuit. 

"It is unsurprising that those 
who repeatedly seek to 
weaponize the Endan¬ 
gered Species Act — in¬ 
stead of use it as a means 
to recover imperiled spe¬ 
cies — would choose to 


sue,"Goodwin said. 'We will 
see them in court, and we 
will be steadfast in our im¬ 
plementation of this impor¬ 
tant act with the unchang¬ 
ing goal of conserving and 
recovering species." 
Christina Meister, a spokes¬ 
woman forthe U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, declined 
to comment. Spokespeo- 
ple forthe National Marine 
Fisheries Service did not im¬ 
mediately respond to re¬ 
quests for comment. 

Under the enforcement 
changes, officials for the 
first time will be able to pub¬ 
licly attach a cost to saving 
an animal or plant. Blanket 
protections for creatures 
newly listed as threatened 
will be removed. Among 
several other changes, the 
action could a How the gov¬ 


ernment to disregard the 
possible impact of climate 
change, which conserva¬ 
tion groups call a major 
and growing threatto wild¬ 
life. A United Nations report 
released in May warned 
that more than 1 million 
plantsand animals glob ally 
face extinction, some with¬ 
in decades, because of 
human influence, climate 
change and otherthreats. 
"The Endangered Species 
Act is credited with help¬ 
ing save the bald eagle, 
California condor and 
sc ores of other animals and 
plantsfrom extinction since 
President Richard Nixon 
signed it into law in 1973. 
The act currently protects 
more than 1,600 species 
in the United States and its 
te rritoriesO

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Astronomer: 'Magic 1 nights make Hawaii besttelescope site

HONOLULU (AP) — When 
starlight from billions of 
years ago zips across the 
universe and finally comes 
into focuson Earth, astrono¬ 
mers want their telescopes 
to be in the best locations 
possible to see what's out 
there. 

Despite years of legal bat¬ 
tles and months of protests 
by Native Hawaiian oppo¬ 
nents, the international co¬ 
alition that wants to build 
the world's largest tele¬ 
scope in Hawaii insists that 
the islands'highest peak — 
Mauna Kea — is the best 
place for their $1.4 billion 
instrument. 

But just barely. 

Thirty Meter Telescope of¬ 
ficials acknowledge that 
their backup site atop a 
peak on the Spanish Ca¬ 
nary island of La Palma is 
a comparable observa¬ 
tory location, and that it 
wouldn't cost more money 
or take extra time to build 
it there. 

There's also no significant 
opposition to putting the 
telescope on La Palma like 
there is in Hawaii, where 
some Native Hawaiians 
consider the mountain sa¬ 
cred and have blocked 
trucks from hauling con¬ 
struction equipment to 
Mauna Kea's summit for 
more than a month. 

But Hawaii hasadvantages 
that scientists say make it 
slightly better: higher alti¬ 
tude, cooler temperatures, 
and rare star-gazing mo¬ 
ments that will allow the 
cutting-edge telescope to 
reach its full potential. 
"Every once in a while at 
Mauna Kea, you get one 
of those magic nights," 
said University of Califor¬ 
nia, Santa Cruz astronomy 
and astrophysics professor 
Michael Bolte, a Thirty Me- 
terTelescope board mem¬ 


ber. 'When the air is super 
stable above the site, you 
get images that you sim¬ 
ply couldn't get anyplace 
else." 

Bolte, who has used exist¬ 
ing Mauna Kea telescopes, 
said those "magic" Hawaii 
nights could hold discover¬ 
ies that might be missed in 
La Palma. 

"Let's suppose one of your 
big science cases is to look 
for life on planets that are 
orbiting other stars," he 
said. 'The star is so much 
brighter than the planet 
you're trying to observe, it's 
really hard to do." 

The advanced optics and 
huge size of the Thirty Me¬ 
ter Telescope, especially if 
builtatMauna Kea'shigher 
altitude, could allow scien¬ 
tists to more easily detect 
potentially life-filled plan¬ 
ets, Bolte said. 

To see distant planets near 
bright stars, astronomers 
use telescopes to capture 


infrared light that ema¬ 
nates from the space ob¬ 
jects 

But John Mather, an astro¬ 
physicist who won the No¬ 
bel Prize in Physics in 2006 
for his work on the Big Bang 
theory, says the re are other 
ways to get that data. 
Mather, the senior project 
scientist for NASA's James 
Webb Space Telescope, 
planned for launch into 
space in 2021, said the new 
instrument will be extremely 
effective at gathering infra¬ 
red light. The atmosphere 
won't get in the way of the 
telescope's imaging capa¬ 
bilities because it won't be 
on Earth. 

Data from the Webb tele¬ 
scope can be combined 
with information from other 
Earth-based telescopes to 
compensate for the infra¬ 
red advantage that Mau¬ 
na Kea has over La Palma, 
Mathersaid. 

He said Webb will open 
up "new territory that you'll 
never be able to tackle 
from the ground." 
Matherisalso working on a 
longer-term solution to the 
problem of seeing Earth¬ 
like planets orbiting distant 
stars, which he likened to 
seeing a 'firefly next to a 
spotlight." 

It'sa large "starshade"that 
would be launched far into 


space and positioned to 
block bright stars while al¬ 
lowing telescopes on Earth 
to see the planets orbiting 
them. 

Those advancements 
could level the playing 
field between places such 
as Mauna Kea and La Pal¬ 
ma, said astrophysicist Avi 
Loeb, who chairs Harvard 
University's astronomy de¬ 
partment. 

"One thing that you need 
to keep in mind is that hu- 
manscan change the sys¬ 
tem as to compensate for 
the slightly worse condi¬ 
tio ns" in Spain, Loeb said. "In 
the end, it might perform as 
well ormaybe even better." 
Loeb agreed that Mauna 
Kea isa slightly better loca¬ 
tion for infrared observa¬ 
tions. But La Pa Ima is "a n ex¬ 
cellent site, so there would 
be exceptional science 
done there," he added. 

The Native Hawaiian oppo¬ 
nents call themselves "pro¬ 
tectors" of Mauna Kea and 
aren't concerned about 
the ir mo u nta in's a d va nta g - 
esforastronomers. They just 
want the telescope group 
to abandon Hawaii. 

That would "be a winforev- 
eryone,"said protest leader 
Kealoha Pisciotta shortly af¬ 
ter Thirty Meter Telescope 
officials announced they 
would move forward with a 


building permit application 
for the La Palma site a few 
weeksago. 

'There's lots of good sci¬ 
ence to be done from the 
Canary Islands," Pisciotta 
said. 

Not all Native Hawaiians 
are opposed to the tele¬ 
scope. Some tout the edu- 
cationaland economic op¬ 
portunities it would bring to 
the Big Island. Others have 
compared modem astron¬ 
omers to their Polynesian 
ancestors who used stars to 
navigate theirwooden out¬ 
riggers across the Pacific 
and discover new lands — 
including Hawaii. 

Mauna Kea stands nearly 
14,000 feet (4,300 meters) 
above sea level, more than 
twice ashigh as the Spa n- 
ish site that isalready home 
to the world's largest opti¬ 
cal telescope. Uke Hawaii's 
Big Island, the Spain site has 
good weather, a stable at¬ 
mosphere and very little 
light pollution. 

Thirty Meter Telescope 
would be a next genera¬ 
tion model that's expected 
to transform ground-based 
astronomy — allowing sci¬ 
entists to see deeper into 
space than previously pos¬ 
sible. Its large mirror will 
produce sharper, more de¬ 
tailed imagesof space. 
'You can get images that 
are 12 times sharper than 
the Hubble Space Tele¬ 
scope," Bolte said. 

And most of the same sci¬ 
ence planned for Hawaii 
would still get done in Spain 
— it would just take longer. 
"Depending on the kind of 
science you want to do, 
it's going to be a 10% hit to 
a 50% hit in speed," Bolte 
said. 'You are going to 
have to observe that much 
longer at La Palma to get 
the same quality data." 
Jose Manuel Vilchez, an 
astronomer with Spain's 
Higher Council of Scien¬ 
tific Research and a for¬ 
mer member of the sci¬ 
entific committee of the 
Astrophysics Institute of the 
Canary Islands, said that 
building the telescope on 
La Palma would not be a 
downgrade. 

"We are talking about the 
best of the best. One is a 
10, the other is a 9.9," Vil¬ 
chez said. □

Plus show drew big cheers 
when it was announced

title character. 

Ihe audience of about 
6,000 at a convention cen¬ 
ter adjacent to Disneyland 
also voiced enthusiasm for 
another "Star Wars"-related 
series, 'The Mandalorian," 
which its producers said is 
set in an unexplored time 
for the space saga and 
features new characters. 
Disney Plus had a receptive 
crowd, withexpo attendees 
lining up to buy discounted 
subscriptions before the 
showcase. But it laid out a 
two-hour banquet of show 
trailers and stars to further 
whet fans' appetite, start¬ 
ing with a performance by 
cast members of the new 
"High School Musical"series 
and appearances by Mc¬

"It's been four years of say¬ 
ing, 'I don't know'" when he 
was asked about the long- 
discussed Obi-Wan project, 
McGregorsaid.

The Lionsgate film beat ex¬ 
pectations going into the 
weekend, opening similarly 
to the previous 2016 install¬

Butler as a Secret Service 
agent protecting the U.S. 
president played by Mor¬ 
gan Freeman. In "Angel 
Has Fallen," Butler's agent 
is wrongly accused of try¬ 
ing to assassinate the presi¬ 
dent.

Late August is known as a 
sleepy period atthe boxof- 
fice, but it's a Iso one of the 
few parts of the calendar 
relatively light on big-bud¬ 


get tentpole releases. 

That's given some room 
for recent successes such 
as Universal's comedy hit 
'Good Boys," which slid 
to second with $11.8 mil¬ 
lion. Last week, it became 
the first R-rated comedy in 
more than three years to 
land at No.l. And the Li- 
onsgate-distributed 'Scary 
Stories to Tell in the Dark" 
has also flourished in Au¬ 
gust, taking in $50.5 million 
in three weeks including $6 
million this weekend .□

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) 

— there is now a "Rolling 
Stones Rock" on Mars, and 
it's giving Mick, Keith and 
the boys some serious satis¬ 
faction. 

NASA named a little stone 
for the legendary rock¬ 
ers after its InSight robotic 
lander captured it rolling 
across the surface of Mars 
last year, and the new 
moniker was made public 
at Thursday night's Rolling 
Stones' concert atthe Rose 
Bowl. 

"NASA has given us some¬ 
thing we have always 
dreamed of, our very own 
rock on Mars. I can't be¬ 
lieve it," Mick J agger told 
the crowd after grooving 
through a rendition of'Tum¬ 
bling Dice." "I want to bring 
it back and put it on our 
mantelpiece." 

Robert Downey Jr. an¬ 
nounced the name, taking 
the stage just before the 
band's set at the Southern 


California stadium that is 
just a stone's throw from 
NASA'sJ et Propulsion Labo¬ 
ratory, which manages In- 
Sig ht. 

'Cross-pollinating science 
and a legendary rock band 
isalwaysa good thing,"the 
"Iron Man"actorsaid back- 
stage. 

He told the crowd that J PL 
scientists had come up with 
the na me "in a fit of fa nd o m 
and cleverassociation." 
'Charlie, Ronnie, Keith and 
Mick — they were in no 
way opposed to the no¬ 
tion," Downey said, "but in 
typical egalitarian fashion, 
they suggested I assist in 
procuring 60,000 votes to 
ma ke it offic ia I, so tha t's my 
mission." 

He led the audience in a 
shout of "aye" before de¬ 
claring the deed done. 

J aggerlatersaid, "I want to 
say a special thanks to our 
favorite action man Robert 
Downey J r. That was a very 
nice intro he gave." 

The rock, just a little bigger 


than a golf ball, wasmoved 
by Insight's own thrusters as 
the robotic landertouched 
down on Marson Nov. 26. 

It only moved about 3 feet 
(0.9 meters), but that's the 
farthest NASA has seen a 
rock roll while landing a 
era ft on another planet. 
"I've seen a lot of Mars 
rocks over my career," Matt 
Golombek, a J PL geologist 
who hashelped NASA land 


all its Mars missions since 
1997, said in a statement. 
'Thisone probably won't be 
in a lot of scientific papers, 
but it's definitely one of the 
coolest." 

The Rolling Stones and 
NASA logos were shown 
side by side in the run-up 
to the show as the sun set 
overthe Rose Bowl, leaving 
many fans perplexed as to 
what the connection was 


before it wasannounced. 
The concert had originally 
been scheduled for spring, 
before the Stones post¬ 
poned their No Filter North 
American tour because 
Jaggerhad heart surgery. 
The 76-year-old showed no 
signs of poor health oreven 
his age as he danced, 
pranced and boogied up 
and down a long catwalk 
that extended to the mid¬ 
dle ofthe stadium's fie Id. 

He did poke fun at his ad¬ 
vanced years. 

"It'sgreat to be back at the 
Rose Bowl in Pasadena," 
J aggersaid. "At least I think 
we've been here before." 
(They have, in 1994.) 

He also said, "We walked 
up and down Hollywood 
Boulevard looking for the 
Rolling Stones star but 
couldn't find it." (The band 
doesn't have one.)

MOUNT GORONGOSA, 
Mozambique (AP) — A 

wiry woman, Querida 
Banequinha intently sorts 
through the coffee beans 
laid out on racks to dry in 
the sun, plucking out any 
that are cracked or mis¬ 
shapen. 

"I like growing coffee be¬ 
cause it earns cash that 
goes right into my pock¬ 
et," she said, with a dart¬ 
ing smile. "I can buy soap, 
cooking oil, schoolbooks 
and other household items 
It's very useful." 

Banequinha hasbeengrow- 
ing coffee forfouryearson 
the upper slopes of Mount 
Gorongosa, where clouds 
frequently cover the rain¬ 
forest at the top. Now that 
a peace agreement has 
been signed between Mo¬ 
zambique's government 
and the Rena mo rebels, 
whose military headquar¬ 
ters a re nearby, she is plan¬ 
ning to plant more coffee 
trees 

A mother of seven, Bare- 
quinha said she is encour¬ 
aging her family to join her 
in coffee production. 

"I'd love to see others in 
my family grow coffee," 
she said, in chiGorongosi, 
a dialect of the Sena lan¬ 
guage. "Itoffersusa source 
of hope." 

Barequinha is one of 400 
Mozambican fanners pro¬ 
ducing coffee that earns 
them valued cash incomes 
while at the same time re¬ 
stores the rapidly eroding 
rainforest of Mount Goron¬ 
gosa. With peace on the 
mounta intop there are 
plans to dramatically scale 
up coffee production, as

part of the national park's 
innovative plan to boost 
the incomes of people liv¬ 
ing around the parkaswell 
as revitalizing the environ¬ 
ment. 

Mount Gorongosa rises 
1,863 meters (6,112 feet) 
above Mozambique's cen¬ 
tral plains and the tropical 
hardwood forest of its up¬ 
per rainy regions is being 
stripped by local farmers 
who want to grow maize. 
Coffee is a crop that can 
stop that deforestation, say 
park experts Shade-grown 
coffee shurbsproduce bet¬ 
ter tasting coffee beans, 
so the trees are planted 
among indigenous trees. 
Areas that had been de¬ 
nuded of trees now boast 
verdant slopes of coffee 
trees interspersed with local 
trees such as albizias and 
othercrops. 


'Coffee thrivesinthisunique 
rainforest. It produces 
much better income than 
maize and it encourages 
fanners to re-growthe rain¬ 
forest. It is a win-win devel¬ 
opment forthe farmersand 
the environment, so this 
is great for the park," said 
Matthew Jordan, associ¬ 
ate director of the Agricul¬ 
tural LivelihoodsProgram of 
Gorongosa National Park. 
Coffee could produce 10 
times more income than 
maize or other subsistence 
cropsgrown by local fann¬ 
ers, said J ordan. 

Twenty years ago Goron¬ 
gosa park was derelict as 
a result of the country's 
devastating civil war and 
much of its wildlife had 
been poached. Ihe park 
is now reviving thanks to a 
partnership between the 
Mozambican government 
and the Gorongosa Res¬ 
toration Project, which is 
supported by American 
philanthropist Greg Caro 
The organization allocates 
more than half of its an¬ 
nual budget on supporting 
the communities that live 
around the park. 

The Gorongosa coffee 
project is ramping up its 
productions, spurred on 
by the peace agreement 
signed this month (August 
1) between Mozambique's 
government and rebels 
It the past four years it has 
planted 40,000 coffee trees

that this year produced 8 
to ns of coffee beans Some 
300,000 new trees will be 
planted this year and an¬ 
nually forthe next 10 years, 
said J ordan. 

'With peace we will have a 
quantum jump in our pro¬ 
duction," said J ordan, ges¬ 
turing to a plot of seedlings 
in bags about to be plant¬ 
ed. "This will put Gorongosa 
coffee on the map. Our 
farmers will get paid fair 
prices, premium prices for 
their shade-grown crop." 
There are more than 800 
Rena mo rebels in three 
armed camps at the top 
of Mount Gorongosa. Their 
presence restricted the 
expansion of coffee and 
other agriculture. But the 
promise of earning ready 
cash from coffee may en¬ 
tice many of them to give 
up their weapons and start 


tending shrubs, say park 
officials. The processing of 
the coffee beans could 
create seasonal employ¬ 
ment for thousands of local 
residents, said J ordan. 
Mozambique hasnotbeen 
one of Africa 'smajorcoffee 
producers like Ethiopia and 
Kenya, but Mount Gorong¬ 
osa's unique climate makes 
it very promising. Already, 
international coffee giant 
Nespresso has shown inter¬ 
est in promoting the park's 
coffee production, said 
J ordan. 

The action is already evi- 
denton Mount Gorongosa, 
where families ford rivers 
carrying as many seed¬ 
lings as possible, including 
balancing some on their 
heads. Hillside fields have 
rows of scooped out spots 
where coffee seedlings will 
soon be planted. 'Coffee 
trees have shallow roots 
and do well in the topsoil 
here. Trees have deeper 
roots and fix nitrogen into 
the soil, so they do well 
growing together," said 
Jordan. Cashews, honey, 
pineapples, avocados, 
citrus and litchisare other 
crops being encouraged 
that will simultaneously 
boost the incomes of lo¬ 
cal farmers and enhance 
G o no ng o sa's e n vino n me nt. 
'Our aim is to promote 
agro-forestry, high value 
crops,"said J ordan. 

Short and animated, Va id a 
Frangene, is a vocal sup¬ 
porter of the park's coffee 
growing enterprise. "I start¬ 
ed as a volunteer in the re¬ 
foresting program and then 
I started growing coffee. I 
earned cash for it last year 
and there is more to come 
this year," she saidO
